Justice 
David 
Kinsey 
today 
turned his books over to Countv 
Attorney John Cashman, who in 
turn placed them in the custody of 
Messrs, M. A . A yres and A . L. 
Burr, the committee named by the 
county court to investigate them, 
and the gentlemen entered 
upon 
the task in the county court room 
before the noon hour. 
In connection with turning over 
the books, Justice Kinsey brought 
to this office the following com­ 
munication, with the request that 
it be printed in the D e m o c r a t : 


Ju d g e Kin sey 's Sid e. 


T o the Citizens of Fettis County: 
A n article headed, “ ‘D a d ’ C a ­ 
pitulates,” which appeared in this 
morning’s Sedalia Daily Capital, 
makes it proper for me to write 
this letter. 
The C apital’s article 
does not state the truth, or any 
part of it. 
There has been a great deal said, 
by certain judges of the county 
court, concerning fees collected by 
me as justice of the peace. 
Under 
the law, as it stood before the en­ 
actment of what is known as the 
Barnett law, I, as justice of the 
peace, was entitled to certain fees 
specified by law. 
Under the al­ 
leged Barnett law justices of the 
peace were allowed a salary in lieu 
of fees and required to turn overall 
fees collected to the county court. 
It has been universally agreed 
that the Barnett law is unconsti­ 
tutional, null and void, and has no 
force or effect whatever, but is sim­ 
ply a mass of foolishness and silly 
expressionsthat mean nothing. So, 
/ to determine just the right thing to 
do concerning fees collected by me, 
I got the written o p t i o n of Judge 
Williams, of Boonvule, ex-supreme 
court judge, as to tthe force and ef- 
arnett 
law as to 
‘und by it or not. 
AiW^fudge Williams stated in his 
written opinion, which I have, that 
the Barnett law was absolutely un­ 
constitutional, 
null 
and void in 
every respect. 
I also had tne writ­ 
ten opinion of several other good 
lawyers to the same effect before 1 
got the opinion from Judge W il­ 
liams. 
Then I notified the county court 
that I did not recognize the Bar­ 
nett law as binding on me, and 
that I proposed to collect fees due 
me, under the old law, and keep 
them just the same as I had been 
doing since my election as justice of 
the peace, and would continue so to 
do until some court decided the Bar­ 
nett law as binding on me; and 
just so soon as the question could 
be settled by the courts, if decided 
against 
my 
contention, I would 
forthwith and 
immediately 
turn 
over to 
the 
county 
court every 
cent that I had collected as fees 
due me. 
A n d I was advised 
by 
my attorneys to take this course, 
because, if I paid said fees over to 
the county court 
as 
I 
collected 
them, and the courts should after­ 
wards 
declare 
the 
Barnett 
law 
wholly unconstitutional, then and 
in that event, I 
would 
lose 
my 
money entirely and would liave no 
chance to recover it back from^the 
county. 
I have urged the county court in 
every possible w ay to let tlie Bar­ 
nett law be tested, and have al­ 
ways been willing and stated to 
them many times 
that I 
would 
bind myself in writing to abide the 
result of Judge Longan’s decision 
in the premises, wnthout the right 
of appeal, or, would agree with 
them to 
submit 
the case on an 
agreed 
state 
of 
facts 
to 
any 
circuit judge or reputable lawyer 
in the state of Missouri 
and be 
bound 
by 
their 
decision, which 
proposition the county court llatly 
refused and declined. 
Then 
I 
made 
them 
a 
prop­ 
osition, 
as 
I 
also 
did 
to 
John Cashman, prosecuting attor­ 
ney, requesting 
that a civil suit 
be 
brought 
against 
me 
for the 
amount of fees which 1 had col­ 
lected, to the end that the question 
might be settled by the courts as to 
whether said fees were 
properly 
due me or the county. 
This prop­ 
osition, though urged by me, was 
also contemptuously 
declined by 
the county court. 
N o w , H has alYvays been admit­ 
ted, that I have collected 
all the 
fees 
which I could 
collect, 
that 
were due me under the old 
law, 
and have kept the same under ad­ 


vice of m y counsel, 
but always 
stating 
to 
the 
county 
court 
and the 
prosecuting attorney that 
just as soon as any court would de­ 
cide that I was not entitled to the 
same I would turn said fees over to 
the county court, and have always 
stated that I would furnish a good 
bond to Pettis county to protect 
them from any possible loss, if the 
county court would only bring said 
civil suit against me in order that 
the law might be tested. 
But the honorable county court 
could not be induced to take any 
steps whatever in the matter, but 
would occ - '»nally, from time to 
time, runri’ < 
over a 
period of 
nearly two years, give out infor­ 
mation to the newspapers that they 
were going to meet in special and 
extraordinary session to remove me 
from office, or do something else 
that would startle the public, but 
never dared to take a step in that 
direction until about three or four 
months ago. 
The county court met in extra­ 
ordinary session for about the fif- 
teenth time, each judge drawing 
five dollars a day 
and 
collecting 
the same every night, and appoint­ 
ed a committee to investigate my 
books and records, and cited me to 
appecir, at a day 
named, 
before 
said court and show caubC why I 
did not make reports to the county 
court as required under the Barnett 
law. 
I promptly filed my answer to 
their citation, which is on file now 
in the county clerk’s office, where­ 
in I told the county court that un­ 
der the advice of my lawyers I did 
not recognize the 
Barnett law as 
binding on me, and 
declined em­ 
phatically to make any report 
to 
said court under said law. 
A n d I also notified the county 
court that I would not recognize 
them as having auy^ jurisdiction 
over me or my books and records, 
and that under no condition what­ 
ever would I ever recognize any 
committee appointed by them to 
investigate my books, but that any 
individual in Pettis county could 
come, as an individual, and ex­ 
amine my books to his heart’s con­ 
tent ; and the above statement 1 
repeat and reiterate, and liere again 
state that I never will recognize 
the right of any 
committee ap­ 
pointed by the county court to ex­ 
amine my books. 
So, after 
a great many more 
special sessions of the county court, 
at five dollars a day for each judge, 
and mileage, and a good deal more 
given out by said court for publica­ 
tion, and about three months elaps­ 
ing, not a single move was made 
by the county court in regard to the 
much flourished citation served on 
me. 
A n d about a week ago the coun­ 
ty court again began to give cut 
sensational information to the news- 
paf.ers that they would meet Mon­ 
day, August 5th, in extraordinary 
session, at 
five dollars a day for 
each judge, and mileage, to take 
some decisive steps towards remov­ 
ing me from office. 
Three days passed by, 
at 
five 
dollars a day, the county court in 
session with closed doors and win­ 
dow blinds drawn, in 
wild 
and 
tempestuous consultation with the 
prosecuting 
attorney, 
the 
office 
furniture and the English language 
both suffering, when Prosecuting 
Attorney Cashman withdrew from 
the inquisition and had a consulta­ 
tion with 
my attorneys, when I 
again, through my said attorneys, 
made the proposition to Mr. Cash­ 
man, that had been made to the 
county court many times before, 
that is, if Mr. 
Cashman 
would 
bring 
a 
civil 
suit 
against 
me 
for 
the 
amount 
of 
ail 
the 
fees collected since the alleged Bar­ 
nett law went into effect, in order 
that I might hiive the quest’“on de­ 
termined by Judge Longan or some 
other able and competent judge, 
and that no other action should be

GAMBLERS RUN OUT. 


‘Su re Th in g ” 
Men Co mp elled to 
Leav e Lawto n , Ok , 


A fter waiting in vain for the 
authorities^ to act, the citizens of 
Lawton, Ok., took the gambling 
question in their own hands Mon­ 
day night. 
The 
sure-thing 
gamblers, 
em­ 
bolden by their successes Saturday 
and Sunday, stopped at nothing 
Monday. 
People 
were 
openly 
robbed. 
A crowd of homeseekers 
finally organized and served formal 
notice that 
no 
more 
unlicensed 
gambling would be permitted in 
or around Lawton. 
It was a business organization, 
which did not mince any words, 
and Tuesday morning there are no 
sure-thing devices in sight. 
T w o men, killed by highway­ 
men, one seriously wounded,$1,600 
in money and nine watches stolen, 
is the criminal record of the Lawton 
district for twenty-four hours. 
Irwin Rogers, of May county, 
Ok., was shot and killed instantly 
by one of three men, who, last 
night, attempted to hold up a par­ 
ty a mile south of the town site.

1,500 not in school for so much as 
a single day. 
O f this number it is 
likely the lar ger par t ar e boys and 
gir ls between the ages of 12 and 20, 
but only casual obser vation is nec­ 
essar y to deter mine that many chil­ 
dr en between 6 and 12 year s do 
not attend school at all. 
These ar e 
the childr en of tr ansients who r e­ 
main in the community for only a 
shor t time or of people who seem 
to car e but little for the education 
of their childr en 
and make the 
slightest excuse suffice for non at­ 
tendance.

Qiiite a number of poor people 
have withheld their childr en be­ 
cause of insufficient clothing or be­

I am sur e our 
teacher s 
have 
unifor mly 
shown 
themselves 
mpathetic and help­ 
ful to all such people and have en­ 
cour aged them 
to send the little 
ones to school. W hen in the school 
such childr en ar e well car ed for and 
usually develop r apidly, but we ar e 
unable to r each any consider able 
number of those who do not fir st 
apply for enr ollment.

For r eaching such 
childr en I 
know of no better way than thr ough 
our 
chur ch 
or ganizations, and I 
tr ust that committees of Chr istian 
ladies fr om the var ious chur ches in 
the city will take up this inter est 
next fall and br ing in a good num­ 
ber of these little ones who might 
not be star ted other wise.

“ It prolonged the patient’s 
life for soma time and put an end 
to his suffering. 
We have been 
hearing 
ot 
the 
illness 
of

Empress Frederick for 
the last 
tw o years ai i there has never been 
much doubt that she was suffering 
from cancer of the stomach. 
W e 
have no trouble removing cancer in 
other parts of the body, when the 
cases are brought to us iu time. 
The stomach, being almost a vital 
organ, presents greater difficulties, 
but it can be removed, and the 
patient can get along without great 
inconvenience. 
“ So far as I can learn there have 
been but three operations perform­ 
ed in which the entire stomach has 
been removed.

encounters a long series of tunnels, 
deep cuts and high fills.

before 
January i, 19 02. The grading and 
track laying is practically com­ 
pleted to Belle and regula» - train 
service will probably be in opera­ 
tion to that point within a few 
days.

how it happened is not known at 
this time, but it is believed to have 
been a barrel of gasoline in one of 
the three grocery stores. 
W ith the 
explosion of No. looS the front 
wails of the buildings were blown 
outward into the street, while the 
floors and the roofs were blown 
upward and fell straight to the 
ground. 
Almost 
every 
building 
within a 
radius 
of

blocks 
about the scene of the explosion 
had window panes shattered and 
were otherwise damaged. 
Every 
building on the opposite side of 
Locust street was

wrecked, but none of them fell. 
A terrible cry went up from the 
ruins the moment 
the explosion 
occurred. 
Women, children and 
men, 
occupants 
of the wrecked 
houses, 
could be 
seen crawling 
from the debris, while the agoniz- 
izing cries of others were heard in 
-the wreckage. 
From all the sur­ 
rounding buildings injured people 
rcame 
rnnning and fell into the 
'Street unconscious. 
T o add to the 
horror, fire broke out in the debris 
^themoment it settled to the ground, 
minutes the 
TgVt 
die 
was 
burning fiercely 
from cL^nffend. 
A general alarm was turned in 
for ambulances and apparatus, and 
in the meantime the work 
of res­ 
cue was voluntarily begun by those 
In the neighborhood that were not 
injured. 
Here and there a person 
wa€ dragged from the ruins before 
t the fire could reach the victim, sev­ 
eral 
lives being 
saved by 
this 
prompt work. 
W hen the firemen 
reached the scene the flames had 
reached great headway and were 
igniting the buildings across the 
street. 
The fire, 
however, 
was 
soon under control, and with the 
exception of a small blaze here and 
there the fire was extinquished in a 
few minutes. 
T h e work of digging away the 
ruins was then begun in earnest. 
Near the edge of the debris several 
colored men were taken out and 
sent to the hospitals.

firemen and policemen were dig­ 
ging in the

and

aw ay heavy timbers in several sec­ 
tions of the wreckage cries were 
beard coming 
from the cellar of 
Mountain’s 
grocery store.

massed heap.

Moore and Lucy Lewis, keepers of 
bagnios, 
and 
Mattie 
Jenkins, 
Laura Staton, Nell Reed, Kittie 
Williams, Mary Lupert and Maud 
Brown, inmates, who were caught 
in the raid of the past week, insti­ 
gated bv County Attorney Cash- 
man. 
B y a g re e m e n t, it was decided 
that the two first named should be 
lined $5 and costs each on a plea 
of guilty, while the six inmates, on 
a like plea, should be fined $i and 
costs each. 
A part of the money was paid, 
some $32, for w h i c h Mr. Hastain 
took Constable R o b b ’s receipt, and 
the remainder is to be 
paid by 
Thursday morning, when the of­ 
ficial 
record of 
the proceedings 
will be made on Justice Kinsey’s 
official docket. 
In Justice Rogers’ court,Tuesday 
morning, Sallie Todd, colored, who 
was also caught in the past w eek’s 
raid, had her case dismissed, with 
the understanding that she would 
close

house 
and 
keep 
it 
closed. 
If this is done, 
today’s 
action will probably be the 
best 
that could have been taken. 
The 
Todd resort has long been 
one of 
the most notorious in the city, the 
abode of both whites and 
blacks, 
and the knowledge that it is to be 
a thing of the past will be thank­ 
fully received. 
In the same court, Gertie Smith 
and Belle Chillicoat, also raid vic­ 
tims, entered pleas of guilty to va­ 
grancy 
and 
were 
sentenced 
to 
twenty days’ imprisonment 
each 
in jail, but the sentence was com­ 
muted to one day in jail, with the 
understanding 
that 
they 
would 
leave the city when released. 
Olhe McCleary, 
who 
is 
well 
known in police circles and was so 
unfortunate as to get caught last 
week, also entered a plea of guilty 
to the charge of vagrancy in Jus­ 
tice Rogers’ court and was fined 
$10 and costs, 
which was com­ 
muted to ten days in jail. 
There are still other cases
